On Monday the ringing of the Div- 
ision Bell ealled for‘a recorded vote 
on the second read.ng of the Unem- 
ployment, BHI. ‘The result was a vote 
101 to’@ in favor of the Bill. Mr, 
Bennett admitted that ‘almost all jur- 
ors, including hjmself, had always 
held that Social Legislation came un- 
der provinctil jurisdiction but now 
he had changed his mind, In spite 
of the B, N. A. Act, he stated that 
the Domin‘on had made a treaty or 
convention at Geneva in 1919 endors- 
ing Unemployment Insurance. This 
hreated an obligation and gave the 
party making the treaty the power 
to carry it out, 

If there is a conflict between the 
Dominion and any province the Dom- 
inion hag the right of way, As this 
is a Taxation measure and the Dom- 
inion has the right to impose the tax, 
therefore, they can apply this meas- 
ure, These reasong induced the Gov- 
ernment to assume the power of put- 
ting the Act on the Statute Book. 

The average member feels that 
there should be uniform’ty in an Act 
of this kind and ag it would be per- 
haps impossible to get all the prov 
inces ever to agree on a uniform 
plan it should on that account be op- 
erated by the Dominion. 

Clerks in stores, BPmployees in 
Flour Mills, Jndustries, Garages and 
Railways will come under this Un- 
employment Act. We pointed out 
that many C.P.R. men who only got 
2 or 3 months work a year would not 
be tncluded as 40 weekly payments 
must be made in 2 years before any 
benefits would be obtained. Also no 
premiumg will be accepted unless 
the person is actually employed in 
an accepted industry. After a wait- 
ing period of 9 days, if the claim is 
accepted, benefits will be paid for 13 
weeks. Also there may be a depend- 
ent benefit of 90 cts. per week for a 
child and $2.70 per week for an adult, 
If a man has paid for a long time 
and becomes unemployed he may get 
one additondl day's! beneft for each 


he.
